PROGRESS IN CANAL 
IS EXCEPTIONAL! 


'By J. C. Well I VCT.) 
WASHINGTON’. D. C.. Nov. SS — 
From the Isthmian canal commission, 
comes a report showing that in the 
month of October exceptional pro­ 
gress was made in canal excavation, 
considering that it was In the rainy 
season. The grand total of excava­ 
tion was 2,224.638 cubic yards, the : 
highest record for rainy season ex­ 
cavation. All of this, except 111,075 
yards, was taken from the canal 
prism. This is 65,752 cubic yards 
more than the record for September 
and 255.632 cubic yards less than 
the highest record, 
that of March,, 
1908. 
The average rainfall for October 
wac 10.51 inches as compared with 
9.72 inches in September. The report 
shows that the excavation in Octo­ 
ber in the central division of the ca­ 
nal, which includes the Culebra Cut, 
was unusually heavy, breaking all 
previous records. It amounted to 1,- 
551.409 cubic yards. The excavation
